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Modern Girl Not Hypocritical 
UCH as the modern girl has bben maligned, Mrs. Dorothy 
Canfield Fisher, author of works on children and mothers, is 
convineed she is ‘‘less hypocritical and less harmful’’ than 


the girl of two decades ago. Mrs. Fisher believes co-education 
to be, in a measure, responsible for this. 


“In the West and in the few places in the East where it has 
been tried, co-education has resulted in a freer, finer, less con- 
strained relation between men and women,”’ she said. ‘‘In my own 
state of Vermont we have in Middlebury College that old-fashioned 
relation between girls and boys which is partly the result of freer 
modern life and partly a survival from simple country life in an old 
fashioned state. And in the more complex Western state universities 
an energetic and independent type of womanhood is being developed. 

‘It geems to me that the American college girl of today is less 
foolish than the girl of twenty years ago. I was much impressed 
on a recent visit to the West by the,type of women at the University 
of Michigan and Northwestern. 

“‘They seem to me to be less hypocritical and less harmful than 
the girl of two decades ago. When I was in college two decades ago 
girls were too restrained. Most of us were obliged to be sly, to do

“Tt may be true that since the war there has been too much 
freedom in the other direction, and I do not mean to say that I 
approve of the noisy vulgarity of a great many younger girls you 
see today.

“The young American woman today is more conservative, I 
think, than either her English, French or Scandinavian sister. This 
may sound extraordinary to you, but the French girl who has 
matured since the war has so thoroughly revolted against the dic- 
tation of the rigid family system she is more liberated than anyone 
would suppose. They have gone to the other extreme. As for the 
Norwegian girl, she has always been the most liberated woman in 
Europe. 

““Most of our modern American girls are older than we used to 
be at their years. They are women of the world—and when I say 
women of the world [ mean women in the best sense of the word. 
Why should it be considered proper for a girl to be timid—violet- 
like, shy and ignorant of the world? The modern girl cannot a fford 
to be. 

‘It is a good thing for college men or women to have group 
association, to live in a cirele of their own choosing. They very 
ruthlessness of their criticism, their terrible way. of telling the truth 
to each other, is extremely beneficial. Among the wamen I believe 
it encourages loyalty as a group that women have never here fore 
had. 

“Until the present day women have never been allowed to have 
ties outside of their families. I think it is high time they did.”’

OT all states require witnesses to the contract of marriage, 
N but these same states would absolutely require, in case a man 
wished to transfer property by will, that he must have two 
witnesses, Only three of the New England states require wit- 
North Carolina is the only South Atlantic state and Lou- 
isiana the only southern-state that so requires. In the West and 
middle West the rule is to require witnesses, but Indiana, Ohio, 

fowa, Missouri and Idaho are exceptions.

The ages at which children may marry range ‘upward from 12 
for the girl and 14 for the boy through 12 and 15, 18 and 14, 14 
and 16, 14 and 18 respectively, to the legal marriageable age, with’ 
out consent of parents; of 16 and 16 in Tennessee, and 16 and 18 in 
New Hampshire and 16 and 21 in Maryland. I am glad to record 
that the majority of states require the attainment of the ages of 18 
and 21 before legal marriage without consent of parents may be 
entered upon. t 

Seventeen states fix no marriageable age, but in nine of these 
the ecclesiastical ages of 12 for girls and 14 for boys have been 
formally recognized, which means that in the remaining eight states 
no marriage could be declared void for ‘‘non-age.’’ The inconsist- 
ency of saying that a boy of 14 is of sufficient capacity to determine 
his life history, but not of sufficient capacity by seven years to 
execute a valid deed to a home he might own, or te entraet for his 
household supplies, is plainly apparent. It is intolerable to think 
that in many states children of 12 and 14 may legally marry when 
they have the consent of parents or guardians. Such consent, it 18 
evident, may be given by one who is himself without moral responsi- 
bility or mental capacity. 

The situation with reference to divorce is exactly the same. No 
two states are alike in the grounds for divoree, and many states are 
striet in not recognizing divorcees granted in other states, especially 
when so obtained in evasion of the laws of the state regarding legal 
residence, 

The grounds for divoree vary from none in South Carolina and 
one in New York, up to fourteen in New Hampshire; Oregon goes 
one step beyond, however, for in addition to the named grounds, 
divoree may be granted for any which the court 
sufficient.

The outstanding evil of the divorce laws is that they carry no 
speed limit. We fix a speed limit 6n automobiles to avoid wreeking 
lives; why do we not do the same in respect to divorce? The oppor 
tunity for immediate remarriage frequently conduces to divoree, A 
few states have provided a waiting time, a cooling time, by provid- 
ing that no deeree of divorce shall be absolute, but shall remain 
interlocutory for one year. During this year neither party may 
marry again, and if the parties decide to resume the martial state 
they may do so without further action by the court except to dismiss 
the proceedings. 

The proportion of divorees to marriages is steadily increasing 
and is excessively high where Gretna Greens are established, and in 
the case of runaway or secret marriages which have become so popu- 
lar lately among high school and college students. It is estimated
